Shortage of Nearly a Million I>u*]iel* Is 
t iainied. 
New Yoek, Oct. 21.—Not since 1892 
lias the potato crop of the United States 
proved so nearly a failure, says The 
American Agriculturist, in its final re­ 
port of the yield <rf 18!);. Compared 
with the liberal crop of ia.-t v< nr there 
is an apparent falling off of nearly 30 
per cent iu tonnage and th»' quality of 
the whole is greatly deficient. County 
aud town-hip returns from all the lead­ 
ing p»itato growing states show the 
yield of potatoes to be 174,000,000 bush­ 
els. against 245,000.0 >»iu 189«, 280,00 
000 iu 1895, 185,000,000 in 1894 and only 
166,000,0»H» iu the short ercp of 102. 
The r«*asons for disaster to the potato 
crop of 1897 are about as varied as a 
multiplicity of causes could make them. 
Standing out w ith more prominence 
than any other two factors are Plight 
aud rot, as a result «¡t extremes of j 
weather conditions. 
Whil«- the yield in 
bushels is small, the quality is almost as 
deficient. 
This is true of most, but not j 
all, states.

Many am using stories are told of the 
trouble American travelers have had 
w ith the custom house authorities in 
Turkey,

maps. 
In the old days one’s baggage 
would be dumped down on the lauding 
place at Constantinople, and a turbaned 
old Turk, tthibouk in hand, would go 
through 
a pantom im e of exam ining 
one’s effects, which would be abruptly 
brought to an end by the application of 
an appropriate coin to the palm of his 
hand. 
But the political troubles that 
began some years ago in the Ottoman 
em pire caused tho governm ent to insti­ 
tute a more stringent system, and th« re 
is now 
at Constantinople a custom 
boose more after the A m erican style, 
where a num ber of effondis, in fezes 
and Stam bouli coats of the regular offi­ 
cial cut, piy into one’s luggage w ith 
particular care in search of papers and 
to’oks and maps of n revolutionary tend­ 
ency or in which words forbidden to 
be printed in Turkey may be found. 
D uring the height of the Arm enian 
agitation especially eloso search was a l­ 
ways made for anything w ith the word 
“ A rm enia” in it, and w hatever it was 
found in was sum m arily confiscated. 
Ou the occasion of my la.-t visit to Con­ 
stantinople I happened to have a map 
of Asia Minor among my papers, the 
discovery of which greatly agitated the 
exam ining eflVndi, who spoke in a lan ­ 
guage he thought was French. 
“ Ah. 
Azeea Meenoor!” he exclaim ed as he 
spread it out continuing in his Turko- 
French, “ Show me Erzerum . ” Having 
point« d out to him the spot where that 
city was to be found, bo began running 
bis finger over tho map until he struck 
upon the letter A. 
This seemed almost 
to take his breath away, but when u 
short distance to the right of it he 
found the letter R ho fairly gasped. 
The detection of the letter M following 
It was lik3 an electric shock, and a 
bomb explosion could not have startled 
him more than tho discovery of the let­ 
ter E. 
By the time he had deciphered 
the rem aining letters, N IA , I saw that 
the gam e was up, and as he folded up 
my precious map and in stern and 
measured syllables announced to me 
that it was “ de-fou-dew, con-fis-kay,” 
I knew that it was lest to me forever. 
A Review w ith an article alluding to 
the disturl ed condition of affairs in tho 
Turkish < ntj ire followed the map, along 
with some foreign new spapers.—H ar 
per’s Round Table.

Their Sadly 
N eglected B urial Ground 
Near Saltillo, M exico. 
Tile hardy young Americans who left 
their comfortable homes in the United 
States more than half a century- ago and 
came to Mexico w ith General Taylor to 
fight against the people of this country 
probably did not think that should they 
fall in battle their bones would be left 
to crumble to dust in an unmarked spot 
in this distant land. But today the dead 
heroes of the Buena Vista battlefield lie 
under but a few feet of earth in a neg­ 
lected place just outside this city. 
At 
the time of their hasty burial their de­ 
voted comrades evidently sought to 
make the spot somewhat sacred by con­ 
structing an adobe wall around i t This 
wall is fast succumbing to the ravages 
of time, and in places it is completely 
gone. I visited the burial ground of the 
dead heroes today. 
A tram car took me 
as fur as the pretty San Francisco plaza, 
and from there I walked through a 
dirty, narrow street until I came to an 
arroyo, on Ute other side of which the 
faint marks indicating tho cemetery 
may be seen. 
Had I not received care­ 
ful directions I should have passed the 
placo unnoticed. On the side toward the 
city the wall is entirely gone for the 
most part, and a much traveled wagon 
road passes through the place aud over 
the sacred dead. 
The place which had 
once been inclosed by the adobo wall 
embraces probably two acres, but inves­ 
tigation shows that many were buried 
west of the wall and up close to the ar­ 
royo. 
Some time ago the report was pub­ 
lished in the press of the United States 
that the bones of the buri id soldiers 
were protruding from the ground, and 
that the place presented a sickening 
spectacle. 
This report was not strictly 
true, but it is undoubtedly a faut that 
parts of many of tho skeletons have 
come to the surface. 
The ground is 
strewn w ith fragments of bones, and it 
is evident that they come from the men 
who were buri id there. 
None of theso 
bones is large, tis the ii cavy traffic 
through tho place has broken them up 
into small pieces. If any skulls came to 
the surface, they were no doubt quick­ 
ly taken by tho Mexican children who 
were about aud made innocent play­ 
things of. Had they ever appeared they 
certainly would not have remained in­ 
tact on the surface long. Ll the arroyo, 
through which Hoods of water pass at 
times aud wash one side of tho burial 
ground, there are also many pieces of 
I Hones among the rocks, and among 
tin iii I saw an unbroken rib bone which 
looked like that of a human. 
There is not a spear of grass nor a 
sign of vegetable life w ithin tho in- 
closure. 
It is perfectly barren. 
The 
place should certainly re< eivo attention 
at tho hands of the U n it'd States con­ 
gress, even if nothing more isdono than 
to take such steps as will stay the rav­ 
ages of time and weather on the treach­ 
erous S'jil aud permit the bodies lying 
there to rest undisturbed. It could easi­ 
ly be made un attractive and even beau­ 
tiful place by laying it out in walks 
aud planting trees aud plants. The rav­ 
ages of the floods in the arroyo on the 
soil of the cemetery could be cheeked 
by tho building of a substantial wall 
along that side. In addition to the sev­ 
eral hundred who were killed in battle, 
all of the soldiers who died iu tho hos­ 
pital hero were also buried there.— Mex­ 
ican Letter in St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

The Dark la B itter Than the Will?* For 
an Active l’erson. 
Mrs. S. T. Borer, in The Ladies’ 
Home Journal, contends that there has 
not be* u a sufficiently accurate analysis, 
upon which to base any table regarding 
the chemical composition of fish at all 
reliable. 
“ The albuminoid matter in 
white fish, as cod, haddock and halibut, 
is in about I he same proportion as in 
beef and mutton. 
They contain, how­ 
ever, more phosphorus—the active fish, 
such as trout and pickerel, containing a 
still greater amount, due no doubt to 
their activity. 
Tho amount of carbon 
depends largely upon the amount of fat 
they contain. 
The whitefish ar*, there­ 
fore, deficient iii carbon. 
If you should 
ask an intelligent cook what vegetable 
to serve with a boiled white fish she 
wonld answer quickly, potatoes, as they 
vupply the wanting carbohydrates. 
“ There are other kinds of fi-h, how 
ever, snob as salmon, catfish and stur­ 
geon, that are quite well supplied with 
carbohydrates, in consequence of which 
they are not so easily digested us tho 
white fish. The more oil they have dis­ 
persed through the body, the more diffi 
cult the dig' st ion. In the white fish tho 
fat is held i * the liver; in the dark fish 
it is disport d through the entire flesh. 
From this fact we learn that dark fish 
make a much bettor diet for the active 
man. Mony authorities affirm that the 
more active fish, as well as the more 
active auimals, give In tter muscle mak­ 
ing foci than their more* indolent rela- 
tioua ” 
How Mmixrhotitt* Treat* Debtor*.
